It was at this goles that develop- 
ments started. @ opinion given 
out recently by Attorney General 
Denny that, under the nineteenth 
amendment, women can vote tn any 
election, which had been read and 
discussed previously by Mrs. Eliott 
Cheatham, parliamentarian of the 
league, was quoted by Miss Eleanor 
Raoul, who made the point that the 
state democratic committee had no 
contro] over the voting of women 
in this primary, stating that no 
state law could interfere witb the 
national law to disfranchise any 
qualified voter. She took the stand 
that the attorney genera) had ruied 
that women can vote, and that the 
state committee could not bar 
women voters. 

“How can a woman vote fn a 

white democratic primary unless 
she is a democrat?” asked Mrs Ott- 
ley. “If the state democratic com- 
mittee cannot make suitable ar- 
rangements for us to vote in the 
coming primary and rules that we 
cannot vote, then I, for one, wil! be 
governed by. the leaders of my 
party. Not to vote in the white 
democratic primary does not dis- 
franchise a women. You independ- 
ents, republicans and socialists can 
go to the polls and vote in tne gen- 
eral election. Every woman can 
vote in that election, even the ne- 
gro women.” ' 
» Here it developed that the leaguer 
is non-partisan, and when one of 
the members of the league asked 
for a ruling as to whether it was a 
league meeting or a meeting of 
democratic women, that the chair- 
man ruled that it was a league 
meeting, and that only league 
members could take part fn the 
voting on the resolution. 

Mrs. Ottley then sai@ she wanted 
to apologize for coming to the 
meeting and for*‘taking part tn it. 


‘ “Resolutions ed. 


The resolution’ y @ then adopted 
as follows: | 

“Resolved, That we.*the members 
of the League of Women Voters, 
having accepted the ruling of At- 
torney Genera].Denny that women 
may vote in th® primary of Septem- 


-ber 8, do hereby urge the subcom- 


mittee of the state democratic ex- 
eculjve committee to make suitable 
arrangements for the participation 
of qualified women.” 

Just before the question was put, 
Mrs, Ottley asked the chair for an 
opportunity to speak and asked al! 
dembdcratic women present. to 
remain and meet with her and send 
their own resolutions to the sub- 
committee. The resolutions of this 
meeting, which were submitted by 
Mrs. Porter King, follow: 

“Since we. a group of democratic 
Women of Atlanta and Fulton 
county, gathered together on Sep- 
tember 3, 1920.

The original resolutions offered

pation in the primary, and later 
assuming jurisdiction to the extent 
of ordering county chairmen to re- 
fuse to allow the women to vote. 

Original Resolution. 

The original draft of the resolu- 
eee by Mr. Gardner was as fol-

no jurisdiction to amend the rules and regu- 
lations under which the pending campaign 
has been conducted by providing rules and 
regnlations for the women voters or for 
their participation in the primary of Sep- 
tember 8, this being a matter at present 
solely within the jurisdiction of the state 
committee.’’ 

Net Officially Reeorded. 

The first amentiment to the resolu- 
tions was in the form of an added 
clause instructing county chairmen 
to refuse to allow women to vote, 
but in view of the fact that the 
meeting was a very informal one, 
it was never officially recorded.. 

Committeemen Milner and Fliynt 
next drew severa) impromptu drafts, 
all of which met with objection in 
at least one of their points, Sec- 
retary Gardner taking the stand 
that the subcommittee was with- 
out jurisdiction in the matter of 
female participation. 

Committeeman Milner at last 
drafted the amendment to the orig- 
inal resolutions which was adopted, 
Committeeman Dean .and Chairman 
‘Barrett voicing their protest over 
the action of the committee. | 

One of the most interesting mo- 
ments of the meeting, which was 
held in a small room on the 4fth 
floor of the Kimball house, and 
which’ wa ttendegd by a delega-

“Il was born a woman through no 
choice of my own,” the veteran suf- 
frage leader of Georgia declared, 
“and I have been distranchised all 
my life for no other reason than 
the fact that 1 amawoman. I am 
getting mighty tired of it, too, just 
as all the women are getting tired. 
I was born a southerner and a 
Georgian, in DeKaib county; | have 
HMved ‘in Atlanta for 60 years; Il have 
paid taxes, obeyed the law and 
never been in the chaingang. 

“Yet I] have seen men wno have 
been in the chaingang and>* slaves 
that I myself owned vote taxes 
upon my land when 1 was disfran- 
chised. The cry that negro women 
would be entranchised and would 
play an important part in politics 
ig.no bugaboo to me. Negro women 
are ust as good ana just as 
faithful as negro men, who can and 
do vote. 

“Women are coming into their 
own, and I rejoice in it. One rea- 
son why I particularly sheuld be 
allowed to vote, and vote now, 
without having: to take the chance 
of waiting four years, is that 1 am 
one of those oid people who passed 
through the civil war and suffered 
without being allowed a c¢hance tu 
express my opinion as to whether 
we should be involved in war or 
not: The same thing is true as re- 
gards the recent world war. 

“We are people: I tell you. The 
Supreme court has so held, so why 
discriminate against us? What did 
the city democratic executive com- 
mittee do for us? How can you 
make rules that mgturned soldiers 
who were not give the chance to 
register could vote and at the same 
time refuse women the right of suf- 
fraze when we begged vou to pass 
laws allowing us to register in or- 
der that we might be ready to vote 
when the time came? 

“Woman's Century.” 

“You are southern men, and you 
ought to be ashamed of yourselves 
that you do not allow us. the ballot 
which is justly ours. This is the 
woman’s century and not the man’s 
and the only reason why we are 
barred the primary is that you uo 
not want us in it, we, the best ele- 
-ment in your community. I tell vou 
that the woman is coming into her 
own, and when she does she will 
clean up your dirty. filthy politics 
and do fust what she has been do- 
ing all down the azxes—clean up aft- 
er the menfolks. But this is one 
time when she will have a big job 
before her. and when she will dis- 
Patch it with one hundred per cent 
efficiency.’”’ 

The first speaker of the meeting 
wes Judge Flynt. wh. opposed fe- 
male suffrage in-the primary on the’ 
fround that it was in violation of 
the state registration law. that it 
would result in untold confusion 
and that it threatened the sanctity 
of white supremacy and the untar- 
nished record of the democratic par- 


ty, . ” a 
“What would be gained,” he ask- 
ed, “by allowing the women to vote’ 
The male friends of each and every 
candidate would certainly have fe- 
male friends, and the vote woul3 
certainly not be sufficiently solid to 
make any real difference. |! dont 
care personally wko is elec'trd so 
long as he is elected legally, but I 
eav to vor that we must above ail 
things preserve the sanctity. of 
white supremacy and the untarnish- 
ed record of the democratic patty. 
I am for woman usffrage in ,its 
proper time, but I cannot consen! 
to it in this primary without stulti- 
fying my personal beliefs and vio- 
lating the laws of Georgia.” 
Miller Spenks. 
Mr. Milner followed Judge 
Flynt, quoting from the: opinion of 
‘a federal justice who held that 
the federal government: does not in- 
tend to take away from states the 
right to govern and restrict suf- 
frage. | 

Mr. Dean, principal speaker for 
the committee minority, appeared: 
on the floor next’ and quoted the 
state code and constitution to show 
that Georgia electors are limited to 
males.under state law, and he then 
quoted the federal amendment to 
show, that discrimination on account 
of géx is prohibited. He made plain | 
‘the apoint that the Georgia law re- 
.quires*meén; and not women, to reg- 
ister,. and he declared that, having 
been deprived of ‘the opportunity to 
‘register, -women cannot legally be 
prohibited from voting. ; 

“Until the state law requires 
women to: register,” he | declared. 
“they are entitled to vote without 
registering. I would.have it under- 
stood that I would not leave the 
women to vote unrestrained on Sep 
tember’ & I would have her sign 
an.oath that she is 21 years of age. 
that she has lived in her state and 
district: the requisite. time, and that 
she has paid all taxes required of 
her. This, I believe, would be a 
safe set of restrictions. The situa- 
tion summed up is just this: The 
federal and the state laws conflict. 
Which must give way? That is the 
only question.” 

Mr. Barrett followed Mr. Dean 
and deciared that. when the poin' 
of national suffrage first came up 
it did not take him but a very short 
time to make up his mind in favor 
of the women on the matter. 

“IT firmly believe,” he cried, “tha' 
the constituted authorities of the 
state should make immediate pro- 
vision for the women to vote, and I 
‘know that I am right in y belief 
The question in my mind wheth 
er this body has the powertto make 
euch a provision, but I believe it 
should literally seize the right te 
do so and to defy anyone to sav 
nay to it.” ; 

The meeting of the subcommittee 
was called by Mr. Barrett after of- 
ficials of woman. suffrage organr 
zations had appealed to Chairman 
Flynt to summon the committeemer 
to determine the official status of 
women in the coming’ primary 
Judge Flynt refused to do 8o, and 
Mr. Barrett issued a statement that 
he was willing to call a meeting of 
the subcomm'ttee. ) 

The entire committee thereupor 
agreed to be present, and the ses- 
sion was accordingly held.

‘All in Day’s Work. 
“Well, after all.” he said. “it’s 
what you’d call all in a day’s work.

The text of three messages sent 
by the transport General Goethals 
to the commandant of the Fourth 
naval district at Philadelphia, last 
night. and relayed to the navy de- 
partment, one of which. described 
the accident as due to the subma- 
rife being “partially flooded while 
making’ a crash dive.” was given 
out today by the department. 

The first message, timed at 1:35 
a. m., followed: 

“First man removed from subma- 
rine at 1:20 a. m. and other re- 
movals followings.” 

At 3:34 a. m., the following mes- 
sage was received: “All men on 
submarine are now on board steam- 
ship Alanthus. Captain came out 
last. Men in pretty bad shape, but 
now._recovering. None are injured.” 

The third message sent at 5:41 a. 
m. read: 

“Submarine S-5 partially flooded 
while ‘making crash dive, latitude 
28 degrees north, longitude 74 de- 
grees west. Crew and officers al} 
saved. Request press and relatives 
be potified. S-5 at an_ inclination 
of about sixty degrees down by the 
bow, now secured to steamship Al- 
anthus and being towed to Delaware 
hreakwater. Boat can be salvaged, 
Crew and officers still aboard Al- 
anthus.”

“The Renting Situation 
And the No Children 


Restriction’’ 


Editor Constitution: In a recent 
issue of your paper you presented 
a readable article from a contribu- 
tor, bearing upon an interesting 
phase of the situation, the- matter 
of property owners enforcing the 
“No Children” restriction in the 
renting of their property, in which 
he takes issue with the landlord 
in his enforcement of that restric- 
tion. 

Like all other questions or issues, 
this matter has “two sides to it,” 
and it is from the point of view of 


a landlord that I consider the mat-. 


ter. 

Rage property owner has troubles 
jdst like other folks; and: at fi 
thought We are usually diepooed : 
criticize the landlord who refuses 
to rent his property to those who 
have children. Upon reflection, 
however, surely we are prompt to 
recognize the wisdom and good pol- 
icy of having and enforcing that 
rule in some instances. The land- 
lord has in mind, in pursuing that 
policy, the beSt possible preserva- 
tion of his property, and the lowest 
Possible minimum of upkeep. and 
expense; aS well as also the main¢- 
tenance about the premfses of the 
sweetest and best peace and quietude 
for his tenants, which is not by any 
means a thing to be forgotten or 
neglected, but on the other -hand, 
a matter which may be developed 
and emphasized as an attractive as- 
Set of much value. As to the de- 
sirableness, Salableneéss or value of 
a piece of property much, if not all, 
depends on whether it is in good or 
bad condition; and out of this fact 
has come, perhaps, the policy pur- 
sued by some landlords of not rent- 
ing to those who have children, for 
the reaSon that most children are 
Very careless and destructive, and 
mar and deface property unrestrain- 
ed and badly; and some men and 
women are about as bad as chil- 
dren in that respect. It is really 
astonishing how some renters abuse 
property, and how little they seem 
to regard it as their duty from any 
porn’ of view to take good care 
of it. 

Property is,susceptable to and re- 
sponds to good or bad treatment 
just as the individual, and this being 
true, a renter occasionally damages 
a piece of property in the course 
of a year in greater amount than 
the rent he pays. 

I am right now preparing to spend 
approximately am thousand dollars 
on a piece of rented property, this 
work almost entirely occasioned by 
the negligence and carelessness of 
the renters; the children in the 
place particularly are crreless and 
thoughtless, and their parents, un- 
happily and unfortunately, do not 
seem to correct or restrain them in 
any way about it. The trouble dates 
back to the way their parents were 
raised, or rather “to the time when 
they grew uD.” 

Some men and women are about 
as bad as some children in defac- 
ing and marring property. It is for 
this reason that same landlords re- 
fuse to rent property.to those who 
have children; they think too much 
of their property, and it is really 
too valuable to deliberately subject 
it to wanton depredation at the 
hands of children who are untrain- 
ed, neglected and unrestrained by 
their parents, 

Personally, I 
that line on tenants, 
suffered mightily in damage to 
property by thoughtless, untrained 
and unfraised children. “Biliygoat 
chil@ren cost property owners a lot 
of money every yerr, to say sothing 
of what they cost the country in 
other ways. For my own part, I 
should not like to live in a home, 
or an apartment without children: 
for they embody an innocence 
sweetness and happiness that nlone 
is found in the heart and in the life 
of a little child!sMay God bless them 
all!

REPORT-IS COMPLETE; 


Total Expenditures Were 
' -$8,245,249-—Group Was 
Half Self-Supporting. 


Washington, September 3.—The 
records of the committee on public 
information reveal that over 50 per 
cent of its expenses during the war 
were paid by receipts from various 
phases of its work. 

A report just completed shows 
that this war-time branch of gov- 
ernment service, headed by George 


$8,245,249. The net cost to the gov- 
ernment, however, amounted to 
$4,954,200, because the committee 
was partially self-supporting. 

The affairs of the 
were finally closed by E. K. Ells- 
worth, of the council of national 
defense, who was named liquidating 
officer. 

The principal items of expendi- 
ture give an insight into the varie- 
ty of work carried on by the much- 
discussed committee. These items 
include $1,448,000 for propaganda 
work in foreign countries; $1,250,- 
000 for salaries; $935,000 for print- 
ing done at the government print- 
ing office; $500,000 for printing 
done elsewhere; $583,000 for tele- 
graph and cable service; $435,000 
for films and motion picture ap- 
paratus; $127,000 for stationery, and 
$122,000 for travel in the United 
States. 

Part of the total expenditures, 
those in the film division, amount- 
ing to $2,394,073, which are includ- 
ed in the grand total, were-not on 
the hooks of the treasury Cepart- 
ment, aS expenses were largely paid 
from receipts.

Wants the Stockade for 
Help of Fallen Humanity 


Editor Constitution: Within the 
last three weeks two articles have 
appeared in our papers in regard 


to the disposition of the stockade, 
that Bastile-like building at De- 
Kalb avenue. A _ prison built of 
concrete, the walls of which are 4 
feet thick in some places and 3 feet 
In many places, surrounded by 98 
acres of land used as a city farm, 
and most profitably so, 


For a year or more delinquent 
Sirls have been kept there, both 


white and colored. At present there 
are about twentyfive colored girls 
and sixteen white ones. 


A year ago, when the United 
States government was taking up 
the girls who proved a menace to 


our soldiers at Camp Gordon there 
were aS many as eighty white girls 
there .at one time. Since the fov- 
ernment ceased to co-operate with 
the city the arrests have been much 
fewer in number, owing to the fact 
that th city is not able to afford 
so many policemen and _ police 
women. 


These girls and* women are all 
put in the same ward, irrespective 


of age or condition; the infected 
with the non-infected, the hardened 
offender with the. young first of- 
fender, the ages ranging from 15 to 
45. No white matron is provided 
for them, They are attended by the 
men warden only. No one to be 
with them at night in case of sick- 
ness, but especially to prevent the 
contact of the older class with the 
younger, for the conversation and 
conduct often makes a girl come out 
of the prison worse than when she 
went in. 

For the protection of the girls 
themselves and for. the wardens 


themselves a white matron should 
be put there, and put there at once. 
We want a woman not only trained 
as a worker among that class, but 
one who is highminded and *with 
Christian ideals, and with the 
wholehearted desire to reclaim 
these younger offenders and make 
them worthy to become citizens and 
mothers in our midst. 


Ninety-nine per cent of these 
young girls have never had a 


chance in life. TKHey lack mentality. 
the average mind being about of a 
child of 10 years. So they are an 
easy prey; then they had no heredi- 
ty and no environment. The city of 
Atlanta and every other city has, to 
reckon with this large element in 
our midst. And the time has come 
to do it. It is a leper spot. But as 
Christ healed the leper, so the 
Christian men who govern this city 
and all of the citizens who have the 
welfare of our sons at heart can 
take these girls by the hand and 
make women of them fit to bear the 
name of woman, 

Mrs. Webster, of the United 
States inter-departmental bureau of 
social hygiene and who has juris- 
diction over eleven states east of 
the Mississippi, says that not one 
of these states has such a valuable 
asset as has the city of Atlanta for 
the moral, manual, physical and 
educational training of its delin- 
quent children, girls and women as 
can be made of this stockade build- 
ing. It is well built, lighted and 
heated and located not too far and 
not too near the city. With the as- 
sistance of a prison architect it 
ould be transformed into a won- 

erful plant for the uplift of delin- 
quent females. If the vision can be 
caught ‘by the public spirit of this 
city we will have something that 
will be ahead of any city in the 
east and something built for the 
great Atlanta: that the chamber of 
commerce is looking forward to. An 
institution such as this would put 
Atlanta on the map, as far as city 
government is concerned, and we 
would not be sending to Cleveland 
or any other city for experts on 
prison government, but other cities 
would be sending to Atlanta and 
ask us how we do it. ° 

Many plans have been formulated 
and discussed as to what shall be 
done with this property. All are 
very good in their way. The fact 
that the stockade is running at a 
loss is very true. But when this 
big building is used for all the pee 
poses connected with this big fiald 
of work and when the girls are rut 
there who ought to be there from 
county and city it will be well fill- 
ed. Of course this will cost the 
city something. But when your bud- 
get is made up for next year could 
you spend her money better than on 
fallen humanity? Golf links. are 
very good and many other amuse- 
ments, but we owe a debt to the 
youth of our city which is perma- 


nent.

“Will you vote for it if it comes 
up in the senate while you are stil 
a member?’ 

Hi8S reply to the first question 
was: 

‘ Reply to First Question. 

“During the preliminary cam- 
paign 1 spoke in favor of the four- 
fold plan, conditioned only on the 
reservation of not upsetting the fi- 
nancial stability of the country. 
That will have to be worked out, 
and if some effective means can be 
found Il am for it. I spoke in favor 
of it. L believed in it. I belleve 
in it now. I could say, dema- 
gogically: ‘Oh, sure, I’m for all 
those things’ But | want to be hon- 
est with the people and 1 am not 
out to catch votes simply by say- 
ing I am for a proposition that 
we may not be able to work out.” 

To the second question he re- 
plied: 

“In a general way, I cannot say 
that I would vote for any bill until 
Il see exactly what it contains.” 

The correspondent infers’ that 
Harding appears to favor bond is- 
sues for raising money to meet 
an adjusted compensation, in the 
event that the cash bonus feature 
of the house bill survives the ac- 
senate. But he quotes 
the republican nominee as saying: 

“Now, with our present Liberty 
bonds below par, what would be the 
result if we proceeded to issue more 
bonds? During the war, of course, 
the people of the country laid their 
all on the altar of their country 
just as the soldiers laid down their 
lives. Can we honestly say that 
conditions aré no wthe same? If we 
did sell bonds to pay the proposed 
bonus, and, to meet present condi- 
tions, offered a higher rate of in- 
terest tha non our previous Liberty 
bonds, what would be the effect 
on those bonds outstanding?” 


Estimates Cost of Donds. 

Harding estimates that a cash 
oe would cost about $2,000,000,- 
00. 

As to the home and land aid fea- 
ture of soldier relief, he would also 
favor such government aid, if it 
could be done in a practical way. 

“Of course, I am for a homee- 
loan,” he is quoted as saying. “If 


it can be practically worked out. 
It would pe the handsome thing 
for the soldier on one hand, and 


the handsome thing for the com- 
munity on the other. I am strongly 
in favor of such a Wan, if, for in- 
stance, it can be made as a down- 
payment on a home, backed by the 
credit of the government, Frankly, 
I do not yet see how it will work 
out, but probably, through a branch 
of the war risk bureau. That is 
practical, I think, for it is within 
the realm of reason to suppose that 
the functions of that bureau can 
be so enlarged as to take care of 
the details of granting and con- 
trolling such loans.”

In an ultimatum delivered to the 
street committee of council Friday 
afternoon, citizens of the eleventh 
ward, living on Whiteford avenue, 
threatened to have the street paved 
by private contract and sue the city 
for the amount unless work, be- 
gun by the construction department 
and discontinued, is resumed at 
once. 

Another enlivening feature of the 
meeting was a protest by citizens 
of Ormewood avenue over delay of 
the contractor in laying new curb- 
ing and sidewalks in this street, 
resulting in the threat of the com- 
mittee to start legal action, if 
necessary. to compel compliance 
with the contract. J. B. Stewart is 
the contractor who has the work in 
hand, and it ‘is claimed by the citl- 
gens that after throwing down the 
curbstones “and digging a  ditcn 
along the curb line he quit the job, 
with only about seventy-five feet of 
the curbing set. 

Ultimatum Delivered. 

The ultimatum of the eleventh 
ward citizens was presented to the 
committee in the form of a com- 
munication from the Eleventh Ward 
Improvement club ana Signed by 
H. C. Denton, the secretary of the 
organization. Members of the club 
have been up in arms for some time 
Over the delay of the construction 


gepartment in repaving Whiteford 
avenue, which they declare is a)- 
most impassable. Several meetings 
of protest have been held about the 
matter. 

The project was passed favorably 
by council, carrying an appropria- 
tion of $5,250. Actual work was 
Started and $500 of the appropria- 
tion used. At this point the citt- 
zens clam the mprovement was 
abandoned and* the work already 
done was washed away by the rains, 
leaving the street in worse condi- 
tion than before. 

“In case work Is not resumed at 
once,” they declared friday, “we 
shall proceed to have it done by 
private contractors and shall sue 
the city for the amount due us. 
Previous appropriations have been 
made for Whiteford avenue and the 
money was not spent there, but 
transferred to another place. We 
thnik we are entitled to recover this 
also.” 

Some resentment was expressed 
by members of the committee at 
the threat. The chairman stated 
that in his opinion the construc- 
tion department {fs doing all that is 
humanly possible for the depart- 
ment to do, handicapped as it has 
been this year by so much rainy 
weather. The committee voted to 
refer the commynication to Alder- 
man J. L. Carpenter, of the eleventh 
ward, and Chief Collier. 

Petition of the Ormewood avenue 
citizens, asking relief, was signed 
by virtually every resident along 
the portion of the street affected. 
It was offered to the committee by 
F. M. Kinard. 

Inconveniences. 

In a statement following the read- 
ing of the petition. Mr. Kinard told 
the committee that he is now forced 
to reach his residence by a runway 
which he himself constructed from 
the street to the stepsxon his Jawn 
leading down to the sdiewalk. Other 
residents are experiencing like in- 
convenience. 

Winter is approaching, he said. 
and in addition to the street’s bad 
shape, which every rain is making 
worse, the water pipes are exposed 
in the excavations made for the 
curbing and a freeze would render 
every family on the street without 
water. More than two months have 
elapsed, he stated, since the con- 
tractor has struck a lick of work 
on the project. 

The committee promised to take 
whatever immediate means that is 
necessary to get the work  com- 
pleted. With this end In view, they 
authorized Chairman Chosewood to 
confer with the city attorney rela- 
tive to the matter.

Merchant Marine Act 
And Commerce Treaties 
Up to President Wilson 


Washington, September 3.—Expi- 
ration at midnight tonight of the 
90-day period allowed the president 
by the new merchant marine act 
to give notice of the intention of 
the United States to revoke cer- 
tain clauses of commercial treaties 
brought no official announcement 
from the executive department of 
the government. 

State department officials whose 
study of commercial treaties to 
which the United. States is a signa- 
tory has revealed that about 25 
such pacts contravene the merchant 
marme act, declined absolutely to 
say whether any decision had been 
reached or any action taken. Inti- 
mation came from one high offi- 
cial, however, that the matter had 
gone to the white house. 

Doubt was expressed in some 
quarters as to whether the 90-day 
period expired tonight, but exam- 
ination of the act showed it was 
signed by the president June 5 and 
therefore the period ended today. 

Clauses of existing treaties which 
must be revoked are those which 
in the words of the act “restrict 
the right of the United States to 
impose discriminating customs du- 
ties on imports entering the United 
States in foreign vessels and in 
vessels of the United States, and 
which also restrict the right of the 
United States to impose discrim- 
inatory tonnage dues on. foreign 
vessels and on vessels of the United 
States entering:the United States.”

U. S. CONSUMERS MAY

Washington, September 3.—An 
arrangement has been completed by 
which American consumers of dye- 
stuffs may purchase supplies: from 
the stocks of the German product, 
Which. have been set apart under 
the Versailles peace treaty as a part 
of the reparation to be made to 
allied powers by Ger---~v. The 
Textile Alliance, Inc., a non-profit- 
taking organization created by dye 
consumers, according to an an- 
nouncement today by the war trade 
board section of the state depart- 
ment, will be the mechanism 
through which the dyes will be dis- 
tributed. Only those dyes will be 
obtained, the announcement said, 
which are not being produced in 
the United States or for which suit- 
able and reasonably priced substi- 
tutes are not manufactured domes- 
tically. 

A further announcement of the 
War trade board section said the 
United States was entitled to par- 
ticipate in the purchase of stocks 
of German chemical drugs also im- 
pounded under the treaty’s indem- 
nity terms, but did not deem there 
was present need or demand for the 
drugs in this country. The govern- 
ment will retain, however, right 
to participate in future allotments 
of these chemicals. 


BUILDING TRADES MEN 
POSTPONE BIG STRIKE 


New York, September 3.—Indef- 
inite postponement of a_ general 
strike of thousands of workers in 
the building trades—carpenters, 
bricklayers, plasterers, electrical 
men, house wreckers, laborers and 
Stationary engineers and firemen— 
was agreed upon tonight at a spe- 
cial meeting of the severa] unions’ 
representatives, D. D. Glenday, gen- 
eral secretary of the International 
Carpenters’ union, said it would not 
be mecessary for any more men 
to go out. 

“The painters and plumbers are 
getting what they wanted,” he add- 
ed, “and a settlement of the strike 
is only a matter of a few days.

They must await the fixing of a 
temporary line of demarcation 
which must be decided upon in 
agreement with the Lithuanian gov- 
ernment.” ee 

The note says the Poles attacked 
Lithuanian troops while boundary 
negotiations were pending. 

Poles Driven Back. 

A Kovno dispatch issued by the 
Lithuanian telegraph agency says 
Lithuanian detachments have at- 
tacked Polish troops and _ driven 
them back from 25 50 versts over 
the entire Grodno-Suwalki front. 
They also took prisoners and cap- 
tured war materials. 

The Lithuanians are reported to! 
have recaptured yesterday ay ee 
kigby, Seiny, Krasnapol, Kolepmin- | 
ki and Tscherwonke, Lithuanian 
airplanes did reconnoitering work 
during the advance, which is re- 
ported to be still continuing.

POLISH TROOPS 
ENTER SUWALKI. 

Warsaw, September 3.—Polish 
troops have entered the city of Su- 
walki, 19 miles north of Augustowo, 
and have been given an enthusiastic 
welcome, according to an official 
statemen issued here today. 

General Budenny, the Russian 
bolshevik commander who has been 
attempting to break the Polish 
lines in Galicia, and who has suf- 
féred what appears to be a decisive 
defeat, is rapidly retreating, it is 
said. Along the line from Sokolka 
to Brest-Litovsk, on the northeast- 
ern Polish front, the situation is 
quiet. 

The Kosciusko squadron, the 
noted aerial force comprised large- 
ly of Americans, played a promi- 
nent/part in the defeat of General 
Budenny. The official statements 
mention. “the splendid co-operation 
On southern points of the flying es- 
cadrille,” and it adds that it “must 
be recognized that the aviators 
contributed in a considerable degree 
to the favorable development of 
our counter action, and {t is. at 
present during the pursuit of the 
enemy jrendering wonderful serv- 
ices.”’ 

The southern front aviation sery- 
ice includes the Kosciusko squad- 
ron, which is under command of 


Major Cedric Fauntleroy, of Chi- 
cago.

Scranton, Pa., September 8.—An- 
thracite mine workers through their 
union officers today appealed to 
President Wilson to reopen. the 
wage contract signed yesterday for 
the purpose of remedying the “in- 
equalities” of the'award recently 
approved by him. 

It is estimated about 100,000 mine 
workers throughout the anthracite 
regions have quit work because, it 
is declared, they are not satisfied 
with the terms of the coal commis- 
Sion’s award, which gave the an- 
thracite men increases ranging from 
17 to 25% per cent, whereas the 
miners asked for a uniform advance 
of about 25 per cent for the several 
classes of workers. 

A long telegram also was sent to 
Secretary of Labow wilson embody- 
in the appeal sent to the pres- 
ident and urging the secretary to 
exercise the influence of his office 
to have a joint wage scale meet- 
ing held. 

So far as can be learned the gen- 
eral scale committee took no ac- 
tion today to have the workers re- 
turn to work. It was said the ques- 
tion of getting the men back would 
be left to local officers in the va- 
rious mining. communities. The 
union has issued nao strike order 
and union leaders dectare the ac- 
tion of most of the men in staying 
away from the mines was done 
without any authorization from the 
organization. 

Mine officials say they do not 
look for any improvement in coal 
productién until after Labor day. 
The men who are idle say they 
are on “vacation,” they do not ad- 
mit they are on strike.

aminer William A. Disque. The re- 
port was drafted in connection with 
a complaint filed by the Intermedi- 
ate Rate association relative to

The disapproval expressed by the 
examiner if adopted by the commis- 
sion would result in a complete& 
change in the method of establish- 
tng freight rates throughout the 
country.
